i At present I can compare to nothing less 
I than an untimely frost which nips the fairest 
I blossom. It fetters our enterprise, unless our 
! means are ample enough to pay for our lands 
j rightoff, which is not the case. Cur farmers are 
I „ion of small capital and stout hearts, struggling 
under obstacles of no ordinary kind, in shape oi 
land-money instalments, we were required to 
i pay at the outstart— as an instalment- what ought 
in equity and justice to bo the full amount of our 
purchase money. Such a sum we could have 
paid without much inconvenience to ourselves, 
and our lands would have been clear, with our 
deed In our chest. Would it not have been a 
stimulant to our industry, if on looking over our

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A Farmer'* Letter About Farmers. 

Editor BanriSH Colonist ;— Permit me, 
through the columns of your valuable jour- 
nal, to lay before the public a few facts, the ex- 
perience of eight .yearsof an agriculturalist in this 
, ilony— eight long years, in which I have seen all 

obstacles and advantages in the way of Agri- 
cultural progression and settlement iu this colony. 
Being a farmer myself, struggling against the evil 
genii who seem to preside over us, I write these 
few facts, hoping they will touch the heart of some 
kind philanthropist, who will help us to break the 
spell; mako our tall forests— that have defied the 
suns of ages to kiss the tiny flowers who -'waste I gjj&O, and 
their sweetness on thedesert air," at their root,— [gene 
to bendihefore the ax of the woodman, anil turn 
our fertile vales, sacred to the wild deer and wolf, 
into fields in which the song of the reaper shall 
he heard among the yellow corn. In the first place 
1 shall enumerate the obstacles in the way of 
agriculture. 

the LAXI) system. 
Agricultural lands, if I mistake not, were first 
offered for sale in 1S50, when there was a procla- 
mation posted which read to this effect: "The 
Crown Lands in the Colony of Vancouver Island 
are now offered for sale at one pound an acre, 
payable by instalments in four years. The first 



land had been sold at -la 
value. , , 

We would, then, have had a sure source of 
wealth rising around us in a noble peasantry, the 
wealth and pride of any country but our own. On 
the other hand, under the four-price system, the 
wealth of our country, our peasantry, is lost 
Hroken down, disheartened and poor, toiling from 
sun-rise to sun-set, in sunshine and shower, in 
snow and rain, too often thinly clad and poorly 
fed. And all this toil and trouble to save money ; 
not to build our hams or houses for'our cattle ; # 
not to improve our lands, nor buy improved im- 
plements whose assistance) to us are as good as 
wealth. Not for the comfort of our families do 
we toil ; but toil to meet the demands of the Land 
Ollice. It receives all our savings. When the 
increase of our crops call for a barn, or the in- 
clemency of the weather urges us to have a stable 
to shelter our working cattle, we must either allow 
our grain (or if we thrash it out from the stook, 
for foilder,) to waste before the storm, and our 
cattle to seek shelter in the woods, while we lose 
two hours each morning hunting them up before 
we can go to work. Two hours each morning is 
one day lost in a week, and 62 days lost in a year; 
and by a day's work a man and cattle, nt its lowest 
value, is worth $4, making a loss to the farmer 
in the year of $208, while hauling for cattle before 
he can go to work. '1 ho farmer must suffer all 
these evils — ruinous in the extreme — or draw a 
loan on his farm lo pay for his four-priced land. 
I dont think there are a dozen farmers in the col- 
m,v who have not a loan of from Si"') to $.VM or 
c paying interest at from IH to25i, 
v a per cent, per month. Fancy all our 
tanners but a few paying $60 per annum interest 
for the safely of their crops or the comfort oi their 
working cattle; whereas, had we had only one 
price to pay instead of four-prices for our lands, 
wc might have had all these things and no in- 
terest. . , 

Until something is done to give our farmers a 
start, those who pay one pound per acre till some- 
thing is done, farewell to success. Turn in sym- 
pathy from his cot, ye assessors! he is taxed al- 
ready too much. Turn away, ye toad commis- 
1 s'roncrs, government pledged itself long ago to 
make our roads. (Jive the farmer his roads to 
make, if you please, but for Charity's sake Iree 
I him of threi instalments. Otherwise give him his 
i own time and ability to pay it. Curb not his en-

SUCCESS OF THE SYSTEM. 
Few and short were the yeais that passed until 
•we found out to our mortification that our land 
system was a complete failure. Capitalists came 
amongst us; were highly pleased with our re- 
sources ; complimented us on the mildness of our 
.climate ; were loud in praise of the fertility of our 
vales ; but our land system they denounced as 
"an abomination which inakcth desolate." How 
can we, said they, pay an acre for your lands

Riches of a Chinese Palace. 
Tin; plunder at the Summer Palace has 
been almost without parralel in modern his- 
tory. Could everything have been removed, 
8200,000,000 is not above truth. You may 
judge by the following descriplion, which I 
glean from good sources: The palaoe,(*um- 
mer residence,) which covers as much 
ground as the whole city of I'ekin itself, had 
stores, where for ages, valuable stones, pearls, 
apis-lazuli, and many European goods, bad 
been stowed and heaped. The silk rooms 
alone have been estimated to contain Stuffs 
valued at $50,000,000. The jewels, watches, 
Chinaware, porcelains, etc., etc., were 
countless. Silk was so abundant that seals 
and carls were covered with it. It was 
trampled over like gravel.— Soldiers used 
it to tie bundles, and for harness lo horses 
or mules. The burning of everything 
lasted six days, and every slore was de- 
strayed ; not a particle is left but cinders 
and ashes. The parks, gardens and lakes 
that has created such general admiration, 
are no more. No pen can give an idea ol 
ihe artificial labor which had made this 
Palace one of the wonders of the world, and 
perhaps the greatest in China. No estima- 
tion can be made of the real value of the 
building and gardens— the work of ages; 
but the movable goods have been estimated 
as I have said, at about two hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. The lluone which could 
not be removed, wns a wonder of richness. 
The heavy and beautiful bronze vases weigh- 
ing some'lUO tons. The sculptures (marble) 
were of the greatest and linest taste. I 
have heard so many descriptions from var- 
ious and authentic sources, which all agree, 
that I cannot doubt the truth. The highest 
ollicers in the army, whom 1 know all well 
- above all, ihe staff and aids-de-camp— 
have all the same opinion about the Yuen- 
mine- Yuen, which the Emperor had the 
fatal idea lo abandon. If he had signed 
Ihe Treaty at Tienstin, he would have spared 
many, many millions— and his honor also.

Real Estate Tax-Victoria Town. 

The Assessors for Victoria Town (which 
is included in a radius of three quarters of 
a mile around from the Brown Jug, on the 
corner of Government and Fort slreets) 
have concluded their labors. Tne Sheriff 
has posted up the Assessment Roll, and an- 
nounced that the Court of Revision will set 
on Monday next to hear complaints either 
for the reduction or raisins of the valuation 
of the Assessors. There exists consider- 
able dissatisfaction in consequence of the 
high rates at which real eslate has been ap- 
praised. Such is always, to a greater or 
lesser extent, the case, no matter how long 
the machinery of taxation has been in oper- 
ation, hi our case, therefore, it need not he 
wondered that the first attempt to levy an 
assessment, should developa some very 
marked differences, so marked indeed as to 
call for revision. We have seen men who 
were so patriotic, that the) .vere indignant that 
their property was not rated as high as their 
neighbror next door. Such exemplary pat- 
riots wc believe are rather scarce here, for 
patriotism takes the oilier side of the ques- 
tion and complains that they are taxed 
higher than their neighbors. 

The total value of real estate on the 
Assessment Roll of the town is £426,921, or 
S2,134,6U5. The Assessors have given in 
two rolls : one showing the value of " ur.re- 
turned and incorrectly described property," 
which amounts to £9'2,950 or 8464,750 ; the 
other roll purports to be a " correct " return 
of assessable jeal estate, and .ia valued at 
£333,971, or.Sl, 660,855. Those two sums 
make the tola! given above. 

Under the "Real Estate Tax Act," one 
per cent, is lo be levied on the gross 
amount for the general revenue of the Col- 
ony. The amount levied by the Assessors 
is X4,l!o'!l, 4s. 2}, or 821,346. Resides this 
assessment there is a " Street Tax" levied 
and collected at the same time. It is five- 
eights of one per cent., and makes an addi- 
tional tax of £2,668, 5s. li,orS13,341 25. The 
total revenue then, from real estate within 
the town of Victoria, will be £G,!>37, 9, 4, 
or $3-1,087. Allowing wo have a population 
of 2500, the tax per head Mould be about 
SI 1,87. 

These two taxes, however, are only parts 
of our financial burden. have, besides, 

to pay liquor licenses, traders' licenses, en 
torn-house permits, See., which 
taxes to a still larger amount. When we 
reflect that the town of Victoria through its 
two representatives have imposed an extra 
tax on their constituents of 813.341 25, with-

Fi RE . — Yesterday morning, at 8 o'clock, a 
person standing near the Colonial Market, 
Johnson street, observed smoke issuing from 
the roof of W. P. Herre's bookstore, Yates 
street. He immediately ran into Yates 
street and apprised Mr. Herre of ihe fact, 
and a ladder having been erected against 
the rear of the house, ho ascended lo tho 
roof and discovered a portion of it, about 
four feet square, to be on fire.

Catching Fihji. — Several Chinese fisher- 
men have been engaged for some time back 
in drawing a large seine through James' 
Bay, for the purpose of catching fish. The 
yield is enormous. The fish are all small, 
however, and mostly of the species known as 
tom-cod, salmon-trout and smell. These 
fish are dried and salted at Rock Bay and 
afterwards packed for Celestial consumption 
in the mines. They are esteemed a great 
luxury by the Chinamen, and are retailed in 
British Columbia at 40 and 50 cents per 
pountl. 

Government PkorVectiko Party. — It is 
reported thatlhe Government is about send- 
ing out a prospecting party to explore the I 
island thoroughly for minerals.
